When city council meets this af ter- 


noon to discuss the report of the salary 
committee with reference to the sal- 
aries of city employees holding minis- 
terial positions, it will find itself in 
the same position it was before Mon- 
day after noon's meeting, when the 
ministerial salary list was re- referred 
to the salary committee for considera- 
tion. This action had been taken be- 
cause a number of amendments had 
been offered contemplating salary in- 
creases for officials for which no ar- 
rangement had been made by the salary 
committee. 

At its meeting Wednesday afternoon 
the salary committee decided to return 
its original salary list without change 
or addition, denying all the amend- 
ments offered by councilmen. 

The only changes recommended by 
the salary committee in the pay of min- 
isterial positions were the following:

Chief clerk to the comptroller, from 
$2,400 a year to $2,700; chief clerk to 


tax assessor, from $1,800 to $2,100; su- 
perintendent of Battle Hill sanitarium,

as this was the amount it had paid 
prior to the time Recorder Johnson 
was elected to the office. Friends of 
the recorder stated that the city had 
virtually hired him to a $3,600 position, 
but failed to live up to its agreement 
and paid him $600 a year less than he 


had a right to expect. 

While the salary committee turned 
down: the amendment to increase the 
salary of assistant investigator for 
the city attorney from $1,500 to $1,680, 
it is probable that council will place 
him with all other employees who are 
earning $125 or less, thus making him 
come under the scope of the new ordi- 
nance passed at Monday's meeting.

The repair shop building is to be 
700x700 feet, one story high, with a con- 
crete floor space of eleven acres. There 
must be railroad sidings on three sides 
of the building. 

Will Repair Everything. 

In the building will be installed ma- 
chinery for the repair of everything 
that the army uses from a coffee pot 
to an army truck. The labor will all 
be skilled and of a variety of workers, 
indicated by the scepe of the work to 
be done in the shop. Army equipment 
from eight or ten camps is to be shipped 
to this shop for repair. It is estimated 
that the number of automobiles and 
trucks handled by the plant in a three- 
months project will approximate 7,000.

When the army officers asked the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce for a 
proposition, President Allen, Secretary 
Walter G. Cooper and J. H. Ewing, of 
Smith & BDwing, immediately took the 
matter up and within twenty-four 
hours had found a site of the require- 
ments outlined, with the exception that 
the eleven acres of the site which was 
to be used for the site of the shop itself 
was not graded. A guarantee of grad- 
ing and of $10,000 to be used for this 
purpose ‘was made. 

Money Was Guaranteed. 

President Allen stated Wednesday 
night that he is not yet at liberty to 
latactose the source from which this 
money was guaranteeed, but that he 
would be able to do so within the next 
day or 80. 

It is understood that these guaran- 
tees and condition are all that are ask- 
ed by the government, and that the 
government will extend the water 
mains and undertake such other im- 
provements as may be needed to make 
the site utilizable.

Vice President Stoddard, of the Mar- 
lin Arms corporation, declared that 
when he offered to begin work on guns 
on the certainty that war was coming, 
Colonel Rice, of the ordnance bureau 
told him: We're not interested.” 

‘It was utterly impossible to make 
the ordnance department realize the 
possibilities of war,” said Mr. Stod- 
dard, “and we simply foldec our tents 
and went home.” 

After the manufacture of rifles be- 
gan, it was testified, Colonel Thompson 
wanted to delay production several 
months by insisting on new standards, 
but the manufacturers appealed to 
General Crozier, chief of the bureau, 
and went ahead with the work. 

Several months’ delay in supplying 
rifles, private ordnance manufactur- 
ers testified, resulted from the war de- 


partment’s decision to modify the En- 
field type. Factory machinery changes, 


the committee was told, reduced the 
output of Enfields for England, and 
production will not return to maximum 
until next May. 

Delay About Contract. 

A contract with the war department 
to produce modified Enfields was not 
completed until last July, President 
Henry S. Kimball, of the Remington 
company, testified. It was October, 
he gaid, before machinery changes 
could be completed to begin output. 

Delays in congressional appropria- 
tions, Kimball also stated, further de- 
layed the output. His firm hesitated 
to take a contract in the absence of 
definite appropriations.

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U. S. Public Health Service 

Will Shortly Open Cam- 
paign Against Insanitary 
Conditions in Atlanta. 


Atlanta is going to have a cleaning 
up such as Panama witnessed follow- 
ing the establishment of the United 
States public health service in the 
Canal zone. The same arm of the gov- 
ernment that cleaned up Panama will 
clean up Atlanta, and will be assisted 
in the work by Red Cross officials and 
the city sanitary department. 

This fact was made public by Lieu- 
tenant W. K. Sharp, of the United States 
public health service, Wednesday night. 
Lieutenant Sharp stated that the zone 
surrounding Camp Gordon has been 
under a process of sanitation which is 
nearly completed ‘and it will not be 
long before a force of sanitation ex- 
perts is organized to work in Atlanta. 

“The three most important things to 
be considered in sanitation or disease- 
prevention,” said Lieutenant Sharp, “are 
proper sewage disposal, food supply 
and water supply. The paramount fac- 
tor of all sanitary work is the matter 
of sewage disposal. The greatest care 
must be exercised to prevent the water 
supply from being contaminated by 
sewage. | 

“Then there is the food supply. It is 
our intention to co-operate with the 
dairies and show the dairymen how to 
keep their milk clean and wholesome. 
Impure milk is a prolific cause of dis- 
ease. 

“We also give the restaurants con- 
siderable attention and show the pro- 
prietors the government standard of 
cleanliness and sanitation. If the res- 
taurants come up to this standard they 
will be given a card, or certificate, 
showing that it is a good place in 
whieh to eat. These cards will be high- 


ly prized, as it will be recognized that 
restaurants that cannot display them 
do not came up to the standard of the 
government.” N 

The officials who will conduct the 
sanitary campaign in Atlanta will also 
* careful consideration to the neigh- 
orhoods where very poor people live. 

In all their work they will have the 
hearty co-operation and assistance of 
trained Red Cross workers, and nurses 
of the Red Cross will léok after the 
destitute sick in the more squalid 
sections of the city. It is probable that 
during the campaign a series of il- 
lustrated lectures will be given to show 
that an ounce of sanitation is worth 
a pound of medicine.

DEATH, SAYS BILLY 


“There is no chance to repent after 
death.“ says Billy Sunday. “and he 
who preaches it not only preaches a lie, 
but he removes the motive for mor- 
ality.” 

This and other strong statements 
were included in a sermon Mr. Sun- 
day preached Wednesday afternoon to 
a large crowd on the subject, “No 
Chance After Death.” 

To take away the assurance of pun- 
ighment after death and lead men to 
belleve that they have a chance to 
repent and be pardoned after they 
have been placed in the grave, the 
evangelist declared, would be to loose 
the floodgates of folly. “Old sinners 
wouldn’t give a rap for virtue and law. 
Take away hell and see what would 
happen to this old world in forty-eight 
hours,” said he. 

“He who preaches the doctrine of re- 
pentance after death and that there is 
no hell encourages people to live in 
indulgence and sin,” he declared. 

Hell Proper for Sinner. 

That it is right and proper that there 
should be a hell, the evangelist said 
he believed just like he approves of 
jails and prisons for those who violate 
the law on earth. For any man who 
persistently refuses to heed the laws of 
God and to take advantage of God's 
willingness to save, he said, “Hell’s a 
square deal.”

The Message From Halifax. 


While the Red Cross committees were 
busy soliciting on the streets, and the 
women pleaded for the cause in the 
movies, the question, oft asked, “What 
becomes of the Red Cross funds already 
collected?” was being answered in the 
following stirring article in the last 
edition of The Survey: 

“Thank you. Send one million units 
pneumontac serum,“ This message, 
flashed over the telegraph wires Sun- 
day evening from the stricken city of 
Halifax, tells with dramatic brevity 
the story of the added misery that 
faced the inhabitants of that town and 
the neighboring village of Dartmouth, 
when the horror of a driving blizzard 
was superim upon the explosion 
of a munitions ship and fire that had 
already killed thousands of people and 
wrecked thousands of homes. ith no 
protection from the snow but houses 
with windows blown out, plaster down, 
chimneys gone and ‘walls and roofs 
rent, the people of Halifax felt a new 
menace, less spectacular in its coming 
and slower in its inroad upon life and 
health, but none the less certain and 
harder to be met adequately. Food 
and clothing are quickly thought of 
when disaster overtakes a community, 
and enerosity prompt! transports 
these to the place where they are need- 
ed. But the less obvious resources of 
medical science are apt to be lost sight 
of, here, however, organization 
has made great strides in the past ten 
years and the necessaries of medical 
comfort are usually found on the first 
trains that enter a devastated area. 
Pneumonia, however, has not been re- 
garded as a usual concomitant of dis- 
asters and therefore has not been 
planned for on a large scale and in ad- 
vance. 

“Within fifteen minutes Ethan Allen, 
Saturday morning that a blizzard was 
halting rescue work in the shock and 
fire-ravaged city, the department of ci- 
vilian relief of the American Red Cross 
had already dispatched a number of 
carloads of supplies and a strong group 
of skilled relief agents to assist in this 
work. To W. Frank Persons, director 
general of civilian relief, the coming 
of the blizzard meant one thing—death 
from exposure and from the slower 
processes of pneumonia. He therefore 
telegraphed to the authorities at Hali- 
fax with whom he had been in touch, 
asking whether anti-pneumonia serum 
was needed. Not until 8 o’clock Sun- 
day night did the answer, quoted above, 
reach him. 

Within fifteen minutes Ethan Allen, 
manager of the Atlantic division of the 
Red Cross in New York city, had been 
reached by telephone at his home and 
advised of the request. The names of 
the half dozen aces in the United 
States where anti-pneumonia serum is 
made were given to him. Several of 
these are in New York city, one in 
Philadelphia. With Mr. Allen, at his 
home, was John Magee, director of 
military relief for the Atlantic divi- 
sion, and to him Mr. Allen turned over 
the securing of the serum.”

One German Raider Shot 


London, December 19.—The Germans, 


in their latest air raid on London, car- 
ried out last evening, harmed-no naval 
or military property and did little other 
damage. They caused the death, how- 
ever, of ten persons and their bombs 
injured eeventy others, besides five 
persons injured outside of the capital. 

Again the raiding forces suffered 
losses. One machine came down in the 
sea after being hit and two of its crew 
of three were captured. The British 
official report of the raid says there is 
reason to suppose that another of the 
Germans came down in the Englieh 
channel. 

Only about a half dozen of nearly a 
score of raiders that made the attempt 
succeeded in reaching London. The 
others were driven back by gunfire and 
some of the machines that reached the 
area over the capital were engaged 
above it by British machines, 

The following official communica- 
tion in regard to casualties was given 
out: 

“Last night's air raid casualties were: 
Ten killed and seventy injured in Loa- 
don, only five injured outside London. 

“Several fires occurred. The material 
damage was fiot serious. There was no 
— to naval or military establish- 
ments.” 

One of the German airplanes which 
took part in the raid was brought down 
and another is believed to have been 
destroyed, the war office announces. 
From sixteen to twenty raiders, di- 
vided into six groups, endeavored to 
reach London, but only five succeeded 
in dropping bombs on the city. 

There ie reason to believe another 
raider dropped into the English chan- 
nel, says the report. 

A British pilot fired two drums of 
ammunition into a raider as it was 
dropping bombs on London from àa 
height of 18,000 feet. 

After the main attacks of the raid- 
ers ceased a single airplane flew over 
London at about 9 o'clock.

Woman's Story of Shame, 


Mises Godbey frankly told of her 
relations with Johnson, saying 
she first met him five 
Ago at the home of her 
woman, where he gave her a drink of 
whisky. The next thing she remem- 
bered, she testified, she was alone with 
Johnson, who threatened to kill her if 
she mentioned it to any person in 
Charleston. Her relations with the ne- 
gro continued, she said, until Decem-

She ex- 
hibited a scar on the forearm which

In November, 1916, after she had — 2 
knocked down and kicked Mies God- 
bey said she threatened Johnson with 
arrest, and he promised to leave town 
if she would not complain to the po- 
lice. She agreed, che said, and next 
heard from him by letter. Upon re- 
ceipt of the letter the young woman 
said she went to Catlettsburg, Ky. 
Johnson met her there and took her 
to a house where she stayed that night 
and next day 

Miss Godbey said she returned to 
Charleston, using a railroad ticket 


on the train. Answering a question by 
Mr. Goldberg, she declared that she was 
still terrified by the negro and that she 
gave him $15, part of which she bor- 
rowed, with which to buy a suit of 
clothes. 


Effort te Break Story. 


The cross-examination of the woman 
by Lewis apparently indicated an at- 
tempt to show that the witness never 
went to Catlettsburg. In reply to his 
questions she said That she could re- 
call little about the journey or her 
stay in the town. 

The cross-examination went into de- 
tail about the facts leading up to the 
woman’s testimony before the federal

SCREEN YOUR GRATE. - 


Lillian Adams, the 11-year-old daugh- 
ter of Mrs, J. P. Roberts, died at Grady 
hospital last night. 

The child, wearing a long apron, was 
standing before an open grate in her 
home when the apron suddenly caught 
fire. She ran screaming into the kitch- 
en to her mother, who sustained severe 
burns about the hands and arms as she 
vainly battled to extinguish the flames, 
and was also carried to the hospital for 
treatment. 


Misa Georgia Lee Kirk, of Fitzgerald, 
a student at Wesleyan Female college, 
was badly burned today. Her clothing 
caught fire from an open grate and she 
ran screaming into the yard. Miss Ag- 
nes Kane, daughter of Mrs. J. H. Kane, 
with whom Miss Kirk makes her home, 
pulled the young woman back into the 
house and was badly burned about the 
hands in putting out the flames. 


The foregoing are two extracts from the 
local news of the day, and they have their 


counterpart in almost every issue of The 


Constitution. Such accidents are not at all 
unusual; in fact, the frequency of their hap- 
pening is one of the distressful things about 
them. 

Regrettable as it is, rarely a winter passes 
without taking its toll in Atlanta lives and 
property destruction due to failure on the 
part of grate-owners to properly screen 
them in. And the same is true of every other 
city. 

With all due regard to the basement fur- 
nace, the steam radiator and the “base- 
burner,” there is nothing more poetic or 
“homey” about the house than a fireplace. 
A bright, cheerful home-fire that one can see 
while enjoying its warmth has an allurement 
allits own. By watching the blazes play and 
the embers glow in an open fireplace, one is 
carried to dreamland, or to the scenes of 
childhood. The steam heater doesn’t do that. 

Yet, without adequate safeguards, the 
| grate is a deadly menace to life and property, 
especially in * where there are small 
children. 

No grate should be without a screen. 
Lacking such protection, it is the simplest 
thing in the world—and distressfully com- 
mon — for children’s and women’s dresses to 
be wafted within the range of the exposed 
fire and ignited. Then comes suffering to 
an untold extent, and regrets on the part 
of those responsible because of negligence— 
regrets that avail nothing! 

The thing to do to forestall any such 
tragedy is to leave the fireplace. cold and 
dark until you have safeguarded it with a 
screen—which can be bought for a small 
sum at any hardware store, and the real 
value of which is beyond the power of com- 
putation.

Some Sidelights 
On the Great War 


THE SOLDIER'S “FAG.”

Flanders believe I am the first cor- 
respondent at the front in this war to write 
to hin newspaper on the subject of cigar- 
ettes. . 

The fag has proven so necessary under 
the conditions which soldiers at the front 


have to face, that it has long ago been tak- 
en for granted. 


I am aware, however, that 
the cigarette has not such a hold on popular- 
ity in the United States as it has always had 
throughout Europe. I believe some of the 
states at home (Kansas and Indiana, notably) 
have passed laws out-lawing the cirgarette, 
and that throughout the middle classes in the 
United States there does exist a very large 
body of sentiment which strangely enough 
condemns the cigarette. 

I am even more aware of these facts 
today than I have ever been before, for, since 
the first of the American troops began land- 
ing in France I have had a large number of 
letters from Americans inquiring about rea- 
sons for the popularity of the cigarette and 
even intimating that it would be better if 
the cigarette were prohibited at the front. 

That such an opinion should be expressed 
can only be laid to ignorance of the nerve- 
racking conditions under which soldiers 
fight the kind of war Germany wages, and 


ignorance of the comfort gotten from the 


soldiers “fag.” 

The number of letters I have been recelv- 
ing, however, lead me to believe that the 
body of inquirers concerning the whys and 
wherefores of the cigarette in war time is 
so large in the United States that an article 
describing the results of a recent experiment 


by the Royal Army Medical corps in cigar- | 


ettes, will not be without interest. 

The experiment was conducted at a base 
hospital back of the lines in Belgium with 
a view especially toward determining the 
relation of cigarette smoking to “soldier’s 
heart,” a laymen’s term which includes a 
wide variety of heart ailments, valvular dis- 
ease of the heart, disordered action of the 
heart and some cases of what are known 
as “irritable heart.” | . 

Cigarette Smoking Experiment. 

In the impossibility of prolonged ab- 
stinence from cigarettes on the part of the 
soldiers under experiment, thirty men were 
deprived of cigarettes from 10 a. m. to 2 
p. m. At 2 p. m. each was given five Vir- 
ginia cigarettes of the most popular brands 


here at the front, which he was required to 


smoke within the next forty minutes. At 
2:40 p. m. the smoking was stopped and each 
was put through a number of simple tests 
and the results noted. 

I ‘might explain here that all the thirty 
chosen were smokers, having smoked 
from the ages of 15 to 18. They were be- 
tween the ages then of 17 and 32. 

Upon the conclusion of the tests, the first 
result noted was a moderate increase in the 
pulse-rate. Twenty of the thirty men un- 
der experiment showed an average pulse 
rate before smoking of 80 and during smok- 
ing 89, an increase of nine beats. In all 
of the thirty cases the rate showed some in- 
crease except in the case of three non-in- 
halers in whom it remained constant. In 
one of the thirty, the rate before smoking 
was 64 and during smoking 93; an increase 
of 29 beats. In the remainder, the increase 
ranged from 3 to 15 beats. There was a sud- 
den increase during the first half-minute of 
smoking from 80 to 87, and during the re- 
mainder of the first five minutes a gradual 
increase to 93. 

The respiratory rate remained unchanged 
in general. In half the cases the rate in- 
creased slightly and in the other half it 
decreased slightly. The maximum increase 
was four per minute. 

A sharp increase in the blood pressure was 
noted almost at once. The average pressure 
rose almost to its maximum during the 
smoking of the first cigarette and the in- 
crease was maintained with little variation 
during the entire period of the smoking. 
Among those who inhaled the increase was 
11 mm., and among those who did not in- 
hale, the average increase was 4 mm. 

Some Results of a Test. 

Marked breathlessness was observed upon 
exertion after smoking—a greater degree of 
breathlessness than upon exertion before 
smoking. 

In 12 of the 30, breathlessness was more 
pronounced in the exertion test after smok- 
ing: In the Other 18 cases, it was un- 
changed. Of these 12 6 were inhalers and 
6 non-inhalers, so that the doctors in charge 
of the test coneluded that the “wind” can 
apparently be adversely affected by smoking 
even without inhaling. 

From these results, the investigators 
reached the conclusion that the effects of 
cigarette smoking are not violent enough to 

warrant the comclusion that cigarettes are 
the cause of soldier's heart. This does not 
mean that it is not a contributing factor in 
cases of soldiers heart and in general 
breathleseness upon slight exertion. 

I fear that these results are not the sort 
to convince the Opponents of cigarette smok- 
ing in the United States. They have been 
reached by doctors of the Royal Army Med- 
ical corps, however, under conditions as 
nearly pathologically correct as it was pos- 
sible for them to obtain. 

But it has been my experience that much 
of the American objection to cigarette smok- 
ing comes from the ranks of the non-smok- 


ers, who are unacquainted with what benefits | 


there may be in a cigarette. 

I realize that there are arguments against 
the excessive use of cigarettes. Too many 
cigarettes, it has been shown many times, in- 
jure the health. But, harmless or harmful, 
there is probably no Tommy in Flanders 
who will not bear testimony that the best 
antidote for “nerven’ is a small, white cig-

Ik the authority of the mayor, backed 
up by the police and fire departments 
and supported by the patriotic spirit of 
the city, means anything, Atlanta is go- 
ing to have a safe and sane Christmas 
this year, without any fireworks. 

Following representations from fed- 
etal officials yesterday that the gov- 
ermment was strongly opposed to the 
firing of fireworks, Mayor Candler an- 
nounced that he would not only with- 

hold the authority necessary before this 
ort of celebration can be indulged in, 
dut would issue a proclamation urging 
all citizens to obey strictly the city or- 
dinance which prohibits he shooting of 
fireworks without the sanction of the 
mayor. The police and fire depart- | 
ments will also be given instructions to 
' enforce the law. 

The proclamation is deemed neces- 
sary, in view of the fact that licenses 
for the sale of fireworks have been is- 
sued and as they may be sold in the 
City this might be taken by some as 
Sanction for shooting them off. The 
mayor has made clear that this will not 
be permitted. 

Special precautions are considered 
necessary this year on account of the 


war. It is pointed out that it is most 
important to protect food and cotton 


crops from fire and it is asserted that 
in addition to the number of fires that 
might reasonably be expected to result 
from fireworks, there might be serious 
incendiary blazes started by aliens who 
would not be slow to take advantage of 
the situation. In addition there is the 
reason of economy, it being most nec- 
essary at this time to conserve powder 
for use in war.

Brunswick, Ga., December 19.—While 
the report lacks official confirmation, 
it is generally rumored in this city 
that the United States Emergency Fleet 
corporation has completed plans for the 
taking over by the government of one, 
if not two of the local shipbuilding 

lants which are not now engaged in 
building vessels for the government, 
The report. is understood, comes 

a reliable source, and is to the 
effect that the plants will be taken 
over at once. 

Of the shipbuilding plants in opera- 
tion at this port at present two of the 
larger ones, the Brunswick Marine Con- 
struction corporation and the Carpen- 
ter-Watkins company, are not handlin 
government contracts. It is understoo 
that the owners of both of these plants 
have conferred with Washington offi- 
cials, but decided not to accept con- 
tracts. 

It is stated that the government in- 
tends to take over the first named 
plant at once together with the vessels 
under construction, and that plans are 
being made to add about 750 additional 
laborers, who will be sent to this port.

Therefore, when we violate God's law, 
He has the power and right to inflict 
the punishment, to state the condition 
upon which vou can escape it. He has 
stated it to humanity. It is by faith 
in Jesus Christ: I say to you ,it is 
Jesus Christ and nothing else, for every 
man or woman on God's earth. 

“What must I do to be saved from 
the punishment?” Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Trust His willingness.

They say of King Charles V. that he 
was loaned ‘a vast sum of money for 
which he gave his note, or bond, and 
when the note became due the king 
found himself bankrupt and unable. to 
meet the obligation. This merchant who 
had loaned the money. invited the king 
to his home to a banquet and as they 
sat around the banqueting table, before 
he ordered the food brought on he 
ordered a silver platter, placed it in 
front of him on the table and then he 
ordered a fire, kindled thereon. 

Taking from his pocket his note, evi- 
dence of the king's indebtedness, he 
held it in the flames until every last 


vestige of it was consumed and nothing 
remained but a pile of ashes to show 
that he'd ever been indebted to the 
merchant, and the king’s friends con- 
gratulated him that he had fallen into 
the hands of such a-kind, philanthropic 
man. 

We were all mortgaged to God, and 
the note was due. We had nothing 
to pay and inflexible justice seized upon 
us to put us in the prison of condem- 
nation, but nineteen hundred years ago 
God invited the world to the gospel 
feast and in the crucifixion agonies of 
the cross of Jesus Christ He held your 
sins and mine until evéry last vestige 
was consumed. And God extends to 
all salvation on the grounds that we 
will accept Jesus as our substitute, our 
security, our bondsman. 

He died in our. stead. He took the

“What must I do to be saved?” He 
was convicted, He came trembling. His 
idea was that He was lost. He said, 
J believe you are all right, I know

Nobody can be saved without first 
of all real true conviction, but in dif- 
individuals convictions shows 
itself in different ways. First, there 
is the evidence of great need. You dts- 
play your ignorance if you'd say of 
Nicodemus that he was the chief of 
sinners. He was a ruler of the people. 
He was an honored member of. the 
Sanhedrin and a much respected man 
and yet with all that there was some- 
thing that he didn’t have, so he sneaked 
around one night to ask Jesus Christ 
what he must do to be saved.

Sometimes it is the comstiousness

The material furnished the soldiers 
and sailors purchased from the bat and 
ball fund consists of the following ar- 
ticles: On satcher’s mask, mitt and 
chest protector, one first base mitt, 
three ts, three bases, three base 
pins, twelve balls, one book of rules 
and twelve score cards. These articles 
are enclosed in a box and constitute 
an outfit. 

Up to December 1 Griffith had ship- 
ped 1,286 such outfits to various can- 
tonments and foreign points where 
Uncle Sam’s soldiers are quartered. The 
largest consignment was one of 190 
outfits wo General Pershing’s boys in 
France. ! 

Besides the 1,286 outfits, Gtiff has 
supplied $703.36 worth of baseball sup- 
plies, but his fund had reached a total 
of only about $36,000. It is to make 
up the deficit that major and minor 
league clubs have agreed to stage a 
bat and ball fund day at all parks next 
season.

area of the theater of war, and next 
by the British government waking up 
to the truth that the belligerency of 
America meant not only the co-opera- 
tion of a very gallant and enterprising 
ally, but the domestication, so to speak, 
of a new and extremely intelligent 
critic.” : 

U. S. Naval Officers Praised. 

Mr. Pollen mentioned the consulta- 
tions with the British admiralty of 
“three distinguished and resourceful 
American naval officers,” Admiral Sims, 


Mayo and Benson. Through these men, 
“American professional knowledge,” he 
said, “has gained a first-hand experi- 
ence of the reality of war and has been 
able to contribute an impersonal and 
impartial judgment upon the.character 
of the operations to be pursued and of 
the methods of command under which 
they should be carried out. I cannot 
doubt for a moment that much of the 
improved efficiency of the counter- 
campaign is due to this intellectual 
stimulus.” 

Mr. Pollen paid tribute to Secretary 
Daniels, praising what he described 
as the secretary’s policy of obtaining 
loyal team work by allowing the forces 
under his orders to be ected “in 
strictly professional matters according 
to the jud t and advice of the sin- 
gularly able and efficient officers that, 
so to speak, form his. council of war.“ 

Adverting to the recent North sea 
raid by German forces, Mr. Pollen said: 

“The only remarkable thing about 
such incidents is not their occasional 
occurrence, but their rarity. Were the 
British or the.American navy in the 
position of the German navy, I fancy 
they would be far more frequent.”

Physician Back From Britain 


Gives Encouraging Report 
of Conditions There. 


Dublin, Ga., December 19.— (Special.)

Ameriean people are more depressed and 
worried over the war than the English 
people, even though the latter have 100 


times as many inconveniences and 
hardships resulting from the war, and 
have more room to complain. The peo- 
ple of this country have no right to be 

wssimistic,because they are not feeling 
the war anything like the people o 
England. This was the statement made 
by Dr. T. J. Blackshear, of this city, 
just back from an eighteen months 
stay in England, as staff physician in a 
base hosptal at Reading, 40 miles from 
London. He says he finds more uncer- 
tainty and depressiagn here than in 
England. 

1 regard to the length of the war, 
he gave it as his opinion that it will 
probably end within the next eighteen 
months, or it possibly may last for five 
nears. He has talked a great deal, he 
states, with officers in the hospital di- 
rect from the firing line, and bases his 
opinion on information given by them. 

As to the morale of the English peo- 
ple, he states that the home people are 
more worried and restless with the 
war than the army, as they have not 
the excitement of active service, and 
lg food is not near so easy. The 
men on the front have no responsibili- 
ty but to fight, and are well cared for. 
Consequently, their morale is excellent. 
However, even the most pessimistic 
Englishman at home is convinced that 
the Germans are going to be defeated, 
and not one of them has any idea of

'In Lorraine, in the sectors of Flirey 
and Nawroy, our patrols took prisoners, 
including an office. 

“There is nothing to report from 
the remainder of the front. 

“Last night German aviators threw 
down fifty bombs in the region of 
Dunkirk. No victims have been report- 
ed thus far.“

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‘FROM SALON FRONT 


Gen. Guillemet Will Succeed 
to Command of Saloniki 


Forces. 


London, December 19.— General Sar- 
aril, commander of the allied armies at 
Saloniki, has been recalled, according 
to newspaper announcement in Athens, 
says a Reuter dispatch from the Greek 
capital under date of December 15. The 
successor of * Sarrail in com- 
mand of the Macedonian forces, it is 
stated, will be General Guillemet. 

General M. P. E. Sarrail has been 
identified with the allied operations 
based on Saloniki since October, 1915, 
when he was sent to command — 
French expeditionary force en ed 
in an attempt to succor the Serbians 
during the Teutonic-Bulgarian drive 
that resulted in the over-running of 
Serbian territory. 

When Saloniki was turned into an 
allied base and active operations on the 
Macedonian front were begun by the 
entente forces the next year General 
Sarrail directed the united operations 
of the allies and has since remained 
in command on this front. 

It is not known whether the re- 
moval of General Sarrail presages any 
change in the policy the allies have 
pursued at Saloniki, which, for months 
past, has been just sufficiently ag- 
gressive to keep the central powers un- 
certain of the entente intentions. 

General Sarrail’s chief services pre- 
vious to going to Saloniki were per- 
formed during the battle of the Marne, 
when he held the German crown 
prince’s army in the Argonne and pre- 
vented the investment of Verdun, and 
the Dardanelles, where he commanded 
the French expeditionary force after 
“ew gree Gouraud was wounded there 
and subsequently relieved in August, 

Although there are several officers 
bearing the name of Guillemet in the 
French army, it seems not improbable 
that the man selected to succeed Gen- 
eral. Sarrail may be General Guillemet, 
who commanded the French armies at 
Verdun during their brilliant opera- 
tions last summer when they completed 
the recovery of virtually all the ground 
that the Germans had won in their 
1916 drive.
